amendment attached to it. the chances 
of the acceptance b y the senate of the 
main plan are slight. 
The Sutherland 
amendment retains to the federal gov­ 
ernment control over elections of sen­ 
ator, including the power of prescrib ­ 
ing the qualifications of voters. 
The

resolution 
empowered 
the 
states themselves to regulate the elec­ 
tions of senators. The adoption of the 
Sutherland amendment has raised a 
fear in the minds of southerners that 
Its 
incorporation 
into

States 
constitution 
might 
give 
the 
federal government more power than 
it possesses 
to interfere with 
the 
grandfather clauses in the constitu­ 
tions of the southern states, and sev­ 
eral southerners who would have sup­ 
ported the original resolution will now 
vote aaninst it in its amended form. 
Supporters of the direct election reso­ 
lution have charged that the introduc­ 
tion of the Sutherland amendment was 
merely a scheme on the part of oppon­ 
ents of the hill to accomplish Its de 
feat.
